We have met a disappointment in the death of 
Mrs. Pettengill, who came to the Home, and gave a 
generous sum for the benefit of the Home. Also the 
withdrawal of two boarders, which reduced our in- 
come for running expenses considerably. However, 
we are receiving inquiries both as boarders, and per- | 
manent inmates. We have had four applications 
which it did not seem best to accept. 


We have received many gifts from our Towns- 
people and from big hearted, charitably minded 
people from out of Town, for which we express our 


thanks and appreciation. 

We have suffered an irrepairable loss, both for the 
town and the Home, by the death of Arthur H. 
Wilcomb. A man of great ability and by whose zeal 
and interest it was: made possible to establish this 
Home,. by using the bequests of the donors, while © 
some of their friends remained with us. Much was : 
due to his interest and desire, that the Home was 
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opened at this time, that some he was interested in, 
and felt the care of, might enter the Home.

REPORT OF SUPT. OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Chester: 


My second annual report deals with organization 
-and instruction, building and equipment, health 
supervision, graduates and the cost of high school 
education. 

During the summer, teacher changes occurred in 
both the Grammar and Primary Schools’ of the 
village. Mrs. Guess transferred in June to a position 
in East Candia School. Later in the summer, Miss 
Soule was released to accept a position as a primary 
teacher in Peterborough. 

Miss Christie Morse of Lisbon and Miss Ethel W. 
Lange of Pike were elected to fill the vacancies in the 
grammar and primary schoolz respectively. Both are 
graduates of Plymouth Normal School in the Class of 
1928, and bring to their work the experience of two 
successful years of teaching. All teachers in the 
Chester schools, which includes Miss DiMauro of the 
Towle School, now hold permanent certificates in 
New Hampshire. This contribute: financially by the 
increased allotment of State Aid money to Chester for 
use in the coming year. 

There has been added in all schools, having the 
seventh and eighth grades, a complete course in 
junior high school literature. This provides a wider 
variety of silent reading and testing, ‘and encourages 
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in these upper grades continued oral reading for ex- 
pression, 

In the same grades there is being built up a junior 
science course related particularly to the home and 
farm environment. This study of science is correlat- 
ed largely with the work in geography. 

In addition to a thorough cleaning of all school- 
rooms, the walls and ceiling of the Towle School were 
repaired and repainted, and the ceiling of the Village 
Grammar room repainted. The floors of the three 
schoolrooms were reoiled and the desk tops revarn- 
ished. 

Equipment has been much improved at the Towle 
School. A teacher’s desk with double pedestal and 
ample drawers for filing space has replaced the small 
table-top desk. The large box stove at the front of 
the room has been set in the rear and equipped with 
a sheet-iron jacket and _ ventilation flue. By this 
equipment air is continually admitted from out-of- 
doors, warmed and evenly distributed to all parts of 
the room. Foul air is drawn out of the room by an 
exit flue which enters the chimney near the floor. This 
equipment also assists by heating the room on cold 
mornings in much less time than it could be accomp- 
lished with the same stove unjacketed. . 

The crumbling stone wall, bordering two sides of 
the Towle school grounds and infested with a growth 
of poison ivy, has been removed, the ground plowed, 
and the ivy roots thoroughly grubbed out of the soil. ; 

Nearly: fifty dollars were realized from the operetta 
given last spring by the teachers and pupils of the. 
two village schools:. This money is being’ used for 4 
much néeded playground equipment.- . a 

Two box stoves are now in use in each of the . 
village schools. For economy of fuel and for efficien-

cy in the rapid heating of these rooms in the very 
cold weather, the jacketing of one stove in each of 
these rooms is recommended. An inexpensive equip- 
ment similar to that in the Towle school would be 
adequate.

A dental clinic, not as a matter of charity, but as 
a matier of convenience, sponsored by local organiza- 
tions and conducted in Chester, would be an asset to 
the health and school efficiency of at least 30 percent 
of the children. | 

The following class of six was graduated in June. 
1930, from the Highth Grade: Helen Anderson, Bessie 
Bennett, Llewellyn Hazelton, Lillian Healey, Marjory 
Hills, Clement Wells. Four members of this class 
entered high schools in September. _ 

Chester has seventeen pupils attending Pinkerton 
Academy in Derry, and one pupil in the Manchester 
Central High School. This represents 19 percent of 
all Chester school children receiving higher education 
at a cost to the district of only 20 percent of the total 
outlay for schools. 

In conclusion, acknowledgement should be made 
for the valuable cooperation rendered to teachers and 
superintendent by your Board, and by interested 
parents and other public spirited citizens. We invite 
personal inspection of the schools, and are always 
elad to consider constructive criticism.
